The  anchor  cross, 
as  an  early 
religious  symbol, 
has  a  universal 
identity  and 
meaning.  From 
early  times,  the 
anchor  and  its 
crosspiece 
carried  messages 
of  steadfastness 
and  hope  for 
those  at  sea. 
These  were 
incorporated  into 
the  logo  of 
Presbyterian-St. 
Luke's  Hospital  in 
the  mid-20'^ 
century.  With  the 
merger  of  Rush 
Medical  College 
and  Presbyterian- 
St.  Luke's  in 
1969,  a  stylized 
version  of  the 
anchor  was 
developed  to 
remind  us  of  our 
lasting  values, 
dating  back  to  our 
charter  granted  in 
1837.  Asa 
whole,  the  Rush 
seal  symbolizes  a 
new  concept  of 
medical  care  and 
service  for  our 
community,  and 
the  same 
steadfastness 
and  hope  that  we 
will  carry 
throughout  our 
medical  careers. 


Benjamin  Rush  (1745-1813) 


■■.-■-I'r-.c^j^.-.-..™ 

Benjamin  Rush  was  born  in  December  of  1745  in  Byberry, 
Pennsylvania.  He  earned  a  Bachelor  of  Arts  from  the  College  of  New 
Jersey  (later  called  Princeton)  at  the  age  of  fifteen  and  an  M.D.  from  the 
University  of  Edinburgh  at  seventeen.  At  the  age  of  twenty- three,  he 
became  America's  first  professor  of  chemistry  at  the  College  of 
Philadelphia.  He  later  became  the  Professor  of  medical  theory  and 
clinical  practice  at  the  consolidated  University  of  Pennsylvania.  All 
told,  he  taught  more  than  three  thousand  medical  students,  who 
carried  his  influence  to  every  corner  of  the  growing  nation. 


Doctor  Rush  was  a  social  activist  as  well  as  an  educator.  He  was  a  prominent  advocate  for 
the  abolition  of  slavery,  and  for  scientific  education  for  the  masses,  including  women.  He 
published  a  pamphlet  on  the  iniquity  of  the  slave  trade,  and  helped  organize  the 
Pennsylvania  Society  for  Promoting  the  Abolition  of  Slavery  and  the  Relief  of  Free  Negroes 
Unlawfully  Held  in  Bondage,  the  first  antislavery  society  in  America.  Rush  also  believed  in 
the  need  for  public  medical  clinics  and  founded  the  Philadelphia  Dispensary  for  the  relief  of 
the  poor,  the  first  of  its  kind  in  the  United  States. 


Through  his  travels  and 
humanitarian  endeavors.  Rush 
became  acquainted  with 
revolutionary  thinkers  such  as 
Ben  Franklin  and  Samuel 
Johnson.  He  contributed  essays 
to  the  papers  about  the  Patriot 
cause  and  joined  the  American 
Philosophical  Society.  He  was 
active  in  the  Sons  of  Liberty  in 
Philadelphia  and  in  1776,  he  was 
appointed  to  represent 
Philadelphia  at  the  Continental 
Congress.  He  was  the  only 
formally  trained  physician  to 
sign  the  Declaration  of 
Independence. 


His  greatest  contributions  to  medical  science  were 
the  reforms  he  instituted  in  the  care  of  the  mentally 
ill  during  his  thirty  years  as  a  senior  physician  at  the 
Pennsylvania  Hospital.  In  the  words  of  Dr.  Carl 
Binger,  "he  took  on  heroic  stature,"  substituting 
kindness  and  compassion  for  cruelty,  and  replacing 
routine  reliance  on  archaic  procedures  by  careful 
clinical  observation  and  study.  In  1812,  he  published 
Medical  Inquiries  and  Observations  upon  the  Diseases  of 
the  Mind,  the  first  textbook  on  psychiatry  in  America. 
The  American  Psychiatric  Association  placed  a 
bronze  plaque  at  his  grave  in  Philadelphia  in  1965, 
designating  him  the  "Father  of  American 
Psychiatry." 


In  1837  some  of  Rush's  former 
students  founded  a  medical  college  in 
Chicago,  which  they  named  for  him. 
It  was  the  first  school  of  any  kind 
chartered  by  Illinois  and  the  first 
health  care  institution  in  Chicago. 
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Dear  Class  of  2003: 

Congratulations!  Although  your  medical  education  will  continue  throughout  your 
career  the  completion  of  this  first  phase  is  truly  a  milestone.  You  have  completed 
a  transition  into  the  profession  of  medicine  and  have  been  exposed  to  a  breadth  of 
information  well  beyond  that  experienced  by  the  generations  of  doctors  before 
you.  As  you  begin  specialty  training,  whichever  area  you've  chosen  has  also 
undergone  dramatic  transformations  in  just  the  last  5  to  10  years.  This  is  indeed  an 
exciting  time  to  be  a  doctor. 

Your  ability  as  a  practicing  physician  to  have  a  positive  impact  on  the  health  of 
your  patients  has  never  been  greater.  1  have  every  confidence  that  you  will  not 
only  master  the  technical  aspects  of  your  chosen  career  but  with  experience 
develop  outstanding  clinical  judgment. 

The  more  difficult  challenge  facing  medicine  today  and  in  the  future  will  be  the 
broader  issue  of  access  to  health  care  for  all  individuals.  Today  over  40  million 
Americans  are  without  any  kind  of  health  insurance,  and  worldwide  the  problem  of 
access  to  health  care  is  nearly  immeasurable.  At  Rush  medical  students  started  the 
Rush  Community  Service  Initiative  program  which  extends  health  care  and  health 
related  services  to  many  needy  Chicago  individuals.  When  Rush  started  as  a 
medical  school,  people  in  many  parts  of  the  country  sought  out  the  skills  and 
services  of  a  "Rush  doctor.'-  They  were  known  to  be  among  the  most  skilled  and 
the  best.  As  graduates  of  the  class  of  2003  you  carry  on  that  tradition  and  also  take 
with  you  a  tradition  of  volunteerism  and  an  awareness  of  the  needs  of  your 
community. 

I'm  particularly  proud  of  and  impressed  with  your  accomplishments.  And  it  is  my 
belief  that  you  will  continue  to  define  your  practice  of  medicine  with  these  ideals 
in  mind  that  make  me  most  optimistic  for  the  future  of  medicine. 

Again,  congratulations.

Modesty  has 
moved  from  the  organ  of  ambition.  Modesty  has  settled  upon  the  organ  of 
conviction;  where  It  was  never  meant  to  be.  A  man  was  meant  to  be 
doubtful  about  himself,  but  undoubbng  about  the  truth;  this  has  been  exactly 
reversed  , 

For  the  old  humility  made  a  man  doubtful  about  his  efforts,  which  might 
make  him  work  harder.  But  the  new  humility  makes  a  man  doubtful  about 
his  aims,  which  wil!  make  him  stop  working  altogether. 


The  one  real  objection  to  the  Christian  religion  is  simply  that  it  is 

one  religion. 

Every  act  of  will  is  an  act  of  self-limitation.  To  desire  action  is  to  desire 
limitation...  When  you  choose  anything,  you  rejert  everything  else. 

Pragmatism  is  a  matter  of  human  needs;  and  one  of  the  first  of  human  needs 
is  to  be  something  more  than  a  pragmatlst. 

A  man  must  be  interested  in  life,  then  he  could  be  disinterested  in  his  views 

of  It. 

The  real  trouble  with  this  world  of  ours  is  not  that  It  Is  an  unreasonable 
world,  nor  even  that  it  is  a  reasonable  one.  The  commonest  kind  of  trouble 
IS  that  It  IS  nearly  reasonable,  but  not  quite. 

Whenever  we  felt  there  is  something  odd  in  Christian  theology,  we  shall 
generally  find  that  there  is  something  odd  in  the  truth. 

Paganism  declared  that  virtue  was  in  a  balance;  Christianity  declaim  it  was  in 
a  conflict:  the  collision  of  two  passions  apparently  opposite. 

We  do  not  want  joy  and  anger  to  neutralize  each  other  and  produce  a  surty 
contentment;  we  want  a  fiercer  delight  and  a  fiercer  discontent. 

The  Christian  pleasure  was  poetic,  for  it  dwelt  on  the  unnaturalness  of 
everything  in  the  light  of  the  supernatural. 

Finally,  my  colleagues  and  friends,  may  this  Insight  give  us  courage: 


Ail  democrats  object  to  men  being  disqualified  by  the  accident  of  birth; 
tradition  objects  to  their  being  disqualified  by  the  accident  of  death. 


Even  a  bad  shot  is  dignified  when  he  shows  up  at  a  duel.
